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PHILIPPINE EXPERIENCES.

My order to proceed to Manila was received as I was about 
to proceed, for temporary duty, to Fort Ringgold, one of the 
remote frontier posts on the Mexican border, about one hundred 
and thirty miles from the mouth of the Rio Grande river. 

The trip to Ft. Ringgold was of course abandoned and 
instead I proceeded to San Francisco and embarked on the 
U. S. A. Transport Sherman which sailed from that port Nov. 
1st, 1904. 

We experienced rough weather from that day until we 
entered the strait between Luzon and Samar, P. I. 

Two stops were made en route; one of twenty-eight hours 
at Honolulu, the other at Guam, one of the Ladrone Islands. 

Honolulu was voted an earthly paradise, especially appre- 
ciated after eight days of stormy weather at sea. 

Between Honolulu and Guam lonely little Wake Island 
was passed at a distance of several miles. It is simply a coral 
atoll about ten miles in diameter and only a few feet above sea 
level. It is covered with trees and is rich in guano but has no in- 
habitants. 

Eventually we arrived at Guam which your readers will 
probably recall as the scene of the incident, during the Spanish- 
American war, where the "Commandante" of the fort mistook 
hostile shots from an American ship for a salute, and came on 
board to apologize for not returning the salute, explaining that 
he was out of powder. The transport stopped here for some 
time to unload some supplies, this being now a naval and also a 
cable station. 

The harbor is behind a very dangerous reef, and, as we 
entered, occasional glimpses could be had of the wreck of the 
big cable ship "Scotia" of London, which was sunk by running 
on the reef. An opportunity to go ashore here was embraced 
by a large number of the passengers, the ship's boats being towed 
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to the "hole in the wall," an opening in an inner reef, by launch- 
es from the navy collier "Alexander." From this point we were 
obliged to row several miles through a narrow and tortuous 
channel, frequently running aground on coral rock. From the 
landing at Piti, we proceeded to Agana, the capital, by means 
of two-wheeled vehicles drawn by small, humped, trotting bulls 
over a splendid road, bordered on both sides by thousands of 
cocoanut trees, as well as other varieties of trees, some of them 
covered by orchids. 

Many native "shacks" are to be seen along the road; built 
of palm leaves and poles and elevated about four feet from the 
ground. Under the houses may generally be seen a family of 
Pigs. 

Agana is a quaint old place, not without beauty, built in 
the characteristic Spanish fashion, generally speaking, without 
sidewalks. 

Some interesting photographs were obtained here including 
one of the old church much damaged by earthquakes, the Gov- 
ernor's "Palace" and the little old arsenal on top of the hill. 
The shallow waters of the bay have all the beautiful tints of an 
opal. 

A blinding rain storm made our return to the ship very dis- 
agreeable, as we had great difficulty in keeping in the channel, 
and on arriving in deep water we found a heavy swell which 
caused some members of the party to "give up" the lunch they 
had enjoyed at the Governor's Palace. Two passengers fell 
into the sea in trying to get aboard but were promptly fished out 
of the "briny" by the ever watchful sailors. Some of the la- 
dies, in ascending the gangway, could not keep ahead of the 
waves, with what result can be left to the imagination. 

We got under headway after dark but almost ran on the 
reef because a sudden rain squall obscured the light sent out to 
mark the buoy at the channel. It became necessary to drop the 
anchor to avoid the fate or the "Scotia," but after the squall 
passed we got away without further incident and made good 
time for a few days. A typhoon was then encountered and for 
fourteen hours the ship was headed toward home while the 
storm blew itself out. The rest of the voyage was without par- 
ticular interest except that Albay volcano was sighted while we 
were passing through San Bernardino strait; early on Nov. 30th 
we arrived in Manila. 

The Oregon and the Wisconsin of the U. S. Navy were 
seen off Cavite as we passed in. 

In Manila the most interesting features are the wall of the 
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old city, with its gates and moat, and the motley population 
which includes many races and nationalities, many of them 
dressed in gaily colored costumes. The wall is being demolished 
and the moat is being filled to make room for modern improve- 
ments. The city is very hot and a very expensive place in which 
to live. A modern street car line was approaching completion 
and is now in operation. 

After a ten days' stay, I proceeded to Camp McGrath, 
Batangas province, for duty, arriving on Dec. 1 1 th, '04. The 
buildings of this post are built of unplaned Oregon pine, roofed 
with boards, and covered with one of the patent roofing papers. 
The officers' quarters are lined with a woven bamboo fabric and 
are fairly comfortable. 

The location of the post, upon a bluff overlooking the town 
and bay of Batangas, is very fine and a good breeze generally 
blows. A few miles to the northwest is Taal Volcano, at pres- 
ent only mildly active. South, across the bay and intervening 
arm of the China sea, is the Island of Mindoro with mountains 
rising to an elevation of nearly nine thousand feet. 

During my tour of duty at Batangas large bands of la- 
drones (robbers) raided the northern part of that province and 
visited terrible vengeance upon those natives whom they suspect- 
ed of giving information about them by cutting off noses, lips, 
ears, and even removing the tongue. 

While at this post a visit was made to a strip of woods 
in the neighborhood where thousands of fruit bats or flying foxes 
hang up by day. They resemble in shape the small bats with 
which we are all familiar, measuring about fifty-four inches from 
tip to tip of wings and weigh about as a leghorn hen. They are 
highly esteemed as an article of diet by the natives who carried 
away those that we killed. When alarmed by the firing of guns 
thousands of them rose and circled about, and when brought 
down by a charge of shot the twisting and flapping of great 
leathery wings called to mind some of Dore's illustrations of 
"Paradise Lost." 

Another interesting "critter" here is a large lizard that of- 
ten establishes himself under the eaves of the house or in the at- 
tic, where at intervals he emits a loud noise resembling the words 
"tuck boo," with a marked accent on the "tuck." He is usually 
most noisy when one is about to go to sleep. One of these chaps 
fell through an opening in the ceiling one night while we were 
at dinner and landed on the table, causing a stampede. About 
half an hour later an earthquake got busy and caused another 
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hurried departure but no damage resulted. Next day we saw a 
great cloud of steam over Taal volcano. 

Some time later a trip was made to the Island of Min- 
doro, for the purpose of shooting ducks. This expedition filled 
the full measure of the strenuous trip, commencing with a night 
ride on a launch and the ascent of a river for a distance of about 
three miles before daylight in canoes, called "bancas," which 
were about a foot wide and sixteen inches deep, steadied by 
bamboo outriggers, and seating two passengers besides the two 
natives who furnished the motive power. The one in which 

Captain B and I took passage promptly sank when 

shoved off the beach at the mouth of the river. Our guns and 
ammunition were quite moist when rescued but we were soon 
in another and larger boat and away, only to find that the sec- 
ond one was leaking badly and required to be constantly baled 
out with a cocoaniit shell. At this point some ammunition fell 
overboard but one of the boatmen was induced to dive and 
bring it up, however, he appeared to be somewhat reluctant about 
going after it. Later, upon learning that there are crocodiles in 
the river, his reluctance was better understood. 

The rendezvous, a plantation called "Chicago," owned by 
a trading company, was at last reached, where an opportunity 
presented for us to see hundreds of cocoanuts sprouting, prepara- 
tory to being set out; also abaca (hemp), one of the great pro- 
ducts of the islands, scarcely to be distinguished from banana 
plants, except by those familiar with both. There were also a 
few cocoa trees. From the bean which grows on this tree choc- 
olate is made. 

Here our party was joined by several members of the 
Philippine Commission, the Governor of Mindoro, and a number 
of others. 

As no ducks could be found, attention was then turned to 
other game and your correspondent secured a large monkey, a 
lizard four feet, ten inches long (said to be an iguana, and 
much esteemed by the natives as "chow"), some pigeons about 
the size of bantam chickens, white parrots resembling small 
cockatoos, green parrots, and various water fowl of unknown 
names. 

Capt. B and I ascended the river for a distance 

of about five miles, from which point we got a good view of Mt. 
Holcon which is said never to have been ascended by any white 
man. Far up the mountain side could be seen small clearings 
probably made by a wild tribe which has always refused to 
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accept Christianity. They are reputed to be quite harmless and 
are very timid and we did not see any of them. 

In this neighborhood the writer obtained a good idea of a 
tropical jungle, great areas being utterly impassable to anything 
less powerful than an 'elephant or a rhinoceros. There were oc- 
casional fields of grass twelve to fifteen feet high, the individual 
stems as thick as a broom handle, and so matted together as to 
be an effectual barrier to all progress. At first it was mistaken 
for a field of very dense sugar cane. 

It was my misfortune to become separated from my guide, 
while shooting pigeons, and to lose my bearings completely. Af- 
ter a very strenuous time the river was at last found and the boat 
picked me up in an exhausted condition and bearing on my per- 
son such a complete collection of scratches and punctures that 
a month was scarcely enough time to complete repairs. 

On the other side of the mountain are found numerous 
"tamarraw/' an animal somewhat similar to the so-called "car- 
abao" or water buffalo of these islands, but smaller and said to 
be found on no other island of this group and elsewhere only in 
the Dutch East Indies. They are reputed to be untamable, and 
are not much hunted by the natives who greatly fear them as 
they are about as amiable and dangerous as a grizzly bear. 

The rest of this trip was without special incident but need- 
less to say "Once was enough for me."

The meeting of the National Dental Association held in 
Atlanta, Ga., afforded the Supreme Councilors of Psi Omega 
an opportunity of meeting a large number of the members of our 
good chapters, Tau and Gamma Iota, besides attending the ses- 
sions. At this meeting was especially made apparent the fact 
that men of comparative youth are helping to shape the course of 
dental education in conjunction with men of more mature age.

MATERIA MEDICA. 

(The result of three years' careful {though enforced) 
study and research by the members of the Scientific 
Research Society of the Class of '06, College of Dental 
and Oral Surgery of New York,) 

Latin Name: — Materia Medicosum. 

Chemical Symbol: — CR2 I7 Me23. 

{Not official, and never will be.) 

Synonyms — Craniosum Impenetrosum, Antimemorium and 
Dental Students' Delight. 

Preparation — It is prepared by a complicated process, 
known to the ancients (Hippocrates having first prepared it), but 
unknown at the present day. This compound becomes old with 
age and has to be redistilled every ten years. 

Description — It is a hard, amorphous subject, with a pung- 
ent odor, very tasteless and remains dry under all conditions. 
It is insoluble in the cerebro-spinal fluids. It burns readily (this 
has been proven by simple methods after state board exams.) 
but does not support combustion or life, except simple life in the 
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twist house. Although it is omnipresent (during the term,) it 
is difficult to obtain and more difficult to keep when it is caught. 

Dose — Four or five pages twice a week, taken before re- 
tiring and upon arising. There is no adjuvant nor corrective 
known. 

Physiological Action: — 

External: — 

It cannot be absorbed by the unbroken skin. It is a caus- 
tic. It is a disinfectant, as it instantly destroys certain bacteria as 
the Bacillus hapiigoluckiis, Restococcus and Streptococcus dila- 
torius intercellularis. 

Internal: — 

Digestive Tract — It paralyzes peristaltic movements and di- 
minishes the secretions. It is indigestible and is not acted upon 
by the gastric or any other juice. 

Circulation — It is a heart depressant, causing that sinking 
feeling, the blood pressue, however, is raised. 

Blood — It is a blood coagulant, liberating fibrin by reflex 
action. To think of it makes one's blood run cold. 

Respiration — Causes the respiration to take the form of long 
drawn sighs and loud manifestations such as groans, accompanied 
by facial distortions. 

Nervous System — When taken in moderate doses it is a 
limited stimulant, causing intermittent studious activity. In large 
doses it is a depressant. It is the best hypnotic we have. If 
taken frequently, causes loss of memory and abolition of reflex 
action. 

Skin — A diaphoretic, causing a cold perspiration to appear 
when an effort is made to assimilate it. 

Special Senses — Efforts to introduce it by the auditory ap- 
paratus are of no avail, as it is immediately excreted by the other 
ear. It is a mydriatic and an irritant to the optic nerves. 

Toxicology: — 

Acute Poisoning — Large doses have caused the most 
alarming symptoms, blues, lassitude, general malice, nausea, non 
compus mentus, and collapse followed by stoppage of the clock. 

Treatment — Treat on general principles. Do not use a 
stomach pump. Give stimulants such as Wilson's or Hunter's 
mixtures, but never hypodermically, as it won't do any good that 
way. 

Chronic Poisoning — Is altogether too common, due to the 
large and frequent doses given by professors of materia medica. 
It does not, however, act as an accumulative poison, as it does 
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not require any effort to excrete it, but by repeated attacks upon 
the system it causes a general derangement. 

Symptom's — Entire change in moral perceptions; the stu- 
dent will swear, lie and cheat during recitations, neglect his du- 
ties, and his temperature undergoes a complete change. (Note 
how these terrible symptoms resemble those of chronic opium 
poisoning.) Most of the symptoms of acute poisoning are also 
present. Most of the symptoms are subjective as the student tries 
to hide the objective symptoms from the examiner. 

Treatment — Preventative treatment, but "that's up to the 
prof!" Unless the size of the lesson is cut down, all treatment is 
hopeless and in severe cases isolation in sanitariums may be nec- 
essary. 

Therapeutics : — 

Used generally for "cuts." As a hypnotic it has no equal, 
, and its effect is more lasting and difficult to shake off. Acts as 
a tonic by a peculiar indirect action, causing a desire for more 
air, thus stimulating oxygenosis. Given to stimulate the action 
of the nerve cells of the cerebrum of studious students, but should 
not be given often nor in large doses, as it will destroy studious 
habits. In passing it might be well to state that solutions of sev- 
enty-five per cent, or over are necessary — in ^ms ^^rssss&a^.^ 



Dentistry is that branch of the healing art which has for its 
province the treatment of diseases and lesions of the human teeth 
and their replacement by substitutes when lost. 

While civilized nations consider their teeth the most beau- 
tiful in their natural color and form, some nations mutilate their 
teeth by chipping, filing and altering their form, in some cases 
also staining them to conform to their peculiar ideas of beauty. 
Mutilation is practiced by certain wild tribes of Africa, New 
Guinea, Java, and the Tasmanian coast of Australia, and is 
prompted by fashion, superstition, or conformity with religious 
rites.

Leon Bamett, Beta Epsilon, '05. 
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Filing of front teeth to points is practiced by Abyssinians 
to increase the savageness of their aspect and terrify their foes. 
With the Malays, filing the teeth is a religious act In Indo- 
China and Japan, girls have their teeth stained black at the time 
of marriage. . 

Early History. — Herodotis, the Greek historian, tells of the 
attention given to diseases of the teeth as well as of the eye and 
ear in Egypt. Belzoni and other writers claim to have found in 
Egyptian tombs artificial teeth made of ivory and wood, some of 
which were mounted upon gold plates. 

Teeth in mummies are said to have been found filled with 
gold and a white cement but of this there is no positive evidence. 

In 1 884, Dr. Van Marter, of Florence, discovered in the 
museum of Corneto, Italy, skulls exhumed from Etruscan tombs 
in which pure gold wire was wound around natural teeth which 
indicated that in the spaces between where teeth were lack- 
ing, artificial or possibly human teeth had at some time been thus 
supported in place. 

Later History. — During the eighteenth century dentistry be- 
came a subject of more critical inquiry and thorough investigation. 
Men of intelligence and education devoted themselves to it ex- 
clusively, and, as a result, its advancement in both literary and 
scientific directions during the nineteenth century has been most 
marked. This is evidenced by the fact that from 1800 to 1892 
there were published in Europe and America some 200 volumes 
treating exclusively on the diseases of the teeth. 

Until the latter part of the eighteenth century any advance 
in dentistry was confined to Europe, but since then the most rap- 
id advancement has been made in the United States. 

The first dentist practicing in the United States of whom 
there is any account, was one Le Maire who accompanied the 
French army in 1 775-83, then came to this country. Soon after 
LeMaire's arrival, came an English dentist named Whitlock. The 
first native dentist is believed to be John Greenwood who began 
practice in New York about 1 778. 

I will quote one of the advertisements which appeared in 
some of the New York papers as early as 1 784. The following 
appeared in "Rivingston's Gazette" of December, 24, 1783: 
"Mr. Greenwood, Surgeon Dentist (lately arrived in this city), 
begs leave to acquaint the publick that he preserves the Teeth 
and Gums by removing an infectious Tartar, that destroys them 
and renders the natural purity of the breath offensive. He cures 
Scurvy in the gums; also fastens the teeth by causing the gums 
to grow up and adhere to them. He extracts and replaces the 
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Teeth, and makes them white. He substitutes Artificial Teeth 
in so neat a manner as not to be perceived from natural ones, 
without drawing the stumps or causing the least pain. They give 
a youthful air to the countenance, and render pronunciation more 
agreeable and distinct; in a word, both Natural and Artificial 
are of much real service — it is a folly to neglect them. And as 
he would ever have the work recomend him, he requires no pay 
from those that are not completely satisfied with his performances. 
He has Pills for the Tooth Ache, that seldom fail to give relief; 
likewise boxes of Tooth Powder and Brushes that will recomend 
themselves." 

"N. B. — Mr. Greenwood will with pleasure attend those 
Ladies and Gentlemen who cannot conveniently wait on him at 
rooms in Mrs. Richardson's house, No. 24 at the Old Slip in 
New York." 

Dr. Greenwood constructed entire dentures for Gen. Wash- 
ington during 1 790-95. They were carved from ivory and re- 
tained in the mouth by means of spiral springs. These dentures 
may now be seen in the Museum of the Baltimore College of 
Dental Surgery. 

Then came Spencer from England, Gardette from France, 
Hudson from Ireland, and Koecker from London. 

In 1820 there were about 100 practitioners, in 1892 the 
number was 18,000. The first dental school in the United 
States was chartered by the legislature of Maryland in 1839, 
with the title of Baltimore College of Dental Surgery. The Ohio 
Dental College at Cincinnati was chartered and established in 
1 845 ; the Pennsylvania College of Dental Surgery at Philadel- 
phia was established in 1856, and the Philadelphia Dental Col- 
lege in 1 861). 

In 1892 the number of dental colleges in the United States 
was 38; the number of graduates from various dental colleges in 
the United States from 1 880-92 inclusive was 6,329, while the 
number of graduates in 1 892 alone amounted to 1 ,483. 

The first diploma granted to a woman was in 1869. The 
first dental periodical in the United States was published at Bal- 
timore in 1839; in 1892 there were seventeen. 

The first dental society in the United States, the American 
Society of Dental Surgeons, was organized in 1840; in 1892 
there were 1 30. 

Rubber dam was first used by Dr. S. C. Barnum, of New 
York, in 1 864 ; he was the inventor.

MORE HONORS FOR PSI OMEGAS. 



Psi Omegas are always glad to hear of honors gained by 
their fellow members. The beginning of this session finds a good- 
ly number of Psi Omegas who have profited by their ability as 
instructors and their adherence to duty.

We had hoped to have a complete report from the Relief 
Committee for this issue of The Frater, but the committee was 
not yet ready to report. 

Brother Crane is of the opinion that The Frater was in 
error when it stated that he was the first to contribute to the Re- 
lief fund. The man who passes the hat around usually puts in 
his contribution first; possibly Brother Crane neglected to con- 
form to custom, but we are inclined to think otherwise. The 
letter received from Brother Crane upon the subject is printed in 
full and whatever the verdict of our readers, it must be conceded 
that Brother Crane played a very prominent part in a worthy 
cause. The letter follows. 

Washington, D. C, Sept. 4, 1906. 

Dr. Edw. H. Sting, 

Editor, "The Frater," 

Dear Brother: — 

Three days after the news of the San Francisco earthquake 
reached Washington, I was glancing over a "Frater" and hap- 
pened to notice that we have two active chapters in the doomed 
city. It immediately occurred to me that some of our broth- 
ers there must be in pressing need of financial assistance. As 
I knew the brotherly love of the Psi Omegas in Washington 
so well from personal experience, I felt that they would con- 
sider it a privilege to contribute to any fund intended to re- 
lieve a brother in distress. 

Sitting down at the 'phone with the call book open in front 
of me, I called up all those brothers having telephone connec- 
tion and asked the following question: "If we find that any 
of our brothers in £an Francisco are in need of assistance, and 
can locate a brother to handle the fund, how much will you 
contribute?" In each case the response was whole-hearted 
and generous, and in a few minutes I had over $35 guaranteed. 
I then sent a telegram, without charge, by courtesy of the lo- 
cal manager of the Western Union, to Brother C. H. Merritt, 
of Oakland, Cal., asking him if he would take charge of the 
contribution. 
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While awaiting his reply, $45 more was pledged at a meet- 
ing of Beta Gamma chapter and by other alumni members 
It gives me the greatest gratification to state that every mem- 
ber who was asked for a contribution gave gladly and freely 
according to his means. 

It took me about ten days to receive a reply from Brother 
Merritt, but finally we received his telegram saying that our 
boys in "Frisco" were in urgent need of help and had lost ev- 
erything. 

With this telegram in hand it was an easy matter to collect 
the money that had been pledged and a New York draft for 
$80 was forwarded to Brother Merritt within two days after 
the receipt of the telegram, and on the same day that the first 
of the circular letters from the Supreme Council asking for 
contributions were received in Washington. Brother Merritt 
later acknowledged the receipt of the draft. 

My object in writing this letter is that the men of Beta 
Gamma and Beta Theta chapters may receive the credit for 
the prompt generosity with which they recognized the needs 
of their brothers in San Francisco, and to correct the mis- 
statement in the May "Frater" that I was the first brother to 
contribute.

RECIPROCITY. 

D. H. Wetzel 

Read at a Meeting of the Philadelphia Alumni Chapter 
Held at the Home of Brother Cochran. 

To write and present a paper upon any subject whatever, 
before this learned body of professional men, is indeed a great un- 
dertaking. I fully realize how useless it would be for me to at- 
tempt to tell you anything about the practice of dentistry that 
you do not already know, so I have chosen the rather ambigu- 
ous, yet fully discussable, title, "Reciprocity," for my paper this 
evening. 

I am sure you all know the meaning of the word. I will 
discuss it under two heads: 1. Reciprocity between Dentists. 
2. Reciprocity between the Patient and the Dentist. 

A good substitute for the word Reciprocity would be that 
old maxim "Do unto others as you would that others should do 
unto you." 

Instead of jealousy, bickering, "knocking," and other evily 
conceived actions toward your fellow practitioner, how much more 
good could be accomplished by the adoption and practicing of 
just a little of the import of the Golden Rule. 

Is it worth while for a Doctor of Dental Surgery to become 
an Ananias and to abuse his fellow practitioner for the sake of a 
few paltry dollars which he may, at the time, divert to his own 
pocket? Does not the loss of character more than pay for the 
small financial gain? Besides, will he not in time be rated by the 
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public at his real value and will not his former malicious criticism 
react against himself? Do the older practitioners treat the recent 
graduate with proper consideration? It is quite true that in some 
instances they do, but in a great number of cases the young den- 
tist is ignored by the older members in the profession; or efforts, 
concealed or open, are made to belittle the ability and general 
knowledge of the younger man where he deigns to enter into 
close competition with the great "I Am." 

Cases are on record where a preceptor will stoop to intrigue 
in order to place his protege in an embarrassing position at some 
future time. For instance, one case, especially crafty, came to my 
attention where the preceptor advised his protege to pay but lit- 
tle attention to Dental Prosthesis, that he (the preceptor) would 
impart to him instructions in that branch of dentistry. Result, 
preceptor failed to keep his promise, the student because he neg- 
lected his mechanical work was at a disadvantage, which was a 
source of annoyance in more ways than one. The preceptor even 
going so far as to say to his patients "The young men in these 
days are not taught right; why there is Dr. Blank, just graduated, 
who cannot make a decent plate." 

But Dr. Blank was quite well equipped to practice opera- 
tive dentistry, extracted less teeth than his former preceptor, which 
fact soon came to the ears of the laity, and, finally, did learn to 
make a decent plate so that the old hypocritical preceptor finally 
surrendered and betook himself back to the old home, where he 
is now earning a bare living on the farm left him by his deceased 
parents. 

Another case but different in nature — A young dentist 
sought advise from an older practitioner who had professed friend- 
ship for him and had offered his assistance at any time, conse- 
quently the younger man in time sought advice in reference to a 
charge for certain work; the old practitioner named a sum which 
was way above the prices which prevailed in the community. 
Result, patient thought the younger dentist's services too expen- 
sive and returned to her former dentist, who happened to be the 
old practitioner. 

I cited the above instances to show that some older prac- 
titioners are afraid of their more youthful competitors and resort 
to unprofessional methods in an endeavor to handicap them in 
their work. How much more honorable would it have been for 
these men to have acted on the square with the young practition- 
ers and really tried to assist them? 
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The old and the young should be honorable in their compe- 
tition and, thereby, aid in making our profession an association of 
gentlemen of the highest type. 

The other phase of the subject: Reciprocity between the 
Dentist and the Patient will not be dealt with at such great 
length, for I suspect that Lady Cochran will become anxious be- 
cause of the lateness of the hour which the reading and discus- 
sion of this paper will occasion. 

In many instances, the patient has somewhere absorbed the 
idea that dentist is but a synonym of High Finance, Standard 
Oil, or some equally obnoxious term. They come, dreading the 
operation and probable expense, without a full understanding of 
the time consumed in acquiring the necessary knowledge and 
manipulative ability to do the work skillfully and with thorough- 
ness. 

Thus when we have spent what seems to them a short or 
long time, according to the pain endured, in doing a certain opera- 
tion and ask a reasonable fee for our services, we are immedi- 
ately classed with brigands or some other such gentry. 

Why is this? It is probably caused by the low prices of 
the inefficient, careless practitioner or by reading certain adver- 
tisements in newspapers wherein ridiculously low prices are named 
for certain work. 

It is here that a litttle time spent in convincing the patient 
that full value has been returned for the money, by being honest 
in your explanation, that you will be rendering a real service in 
that you cause the patient to refrain from seeking the services of 
the ridiculously low priced man. 

Of course the patient ought always have implicit confidence 
in the dentist; the patient probably does in your ability but, in 
some instances, rather laments the cost. Whatever you do, do not 
misrepresent facts to your patient, be fair and trust to Providence, 
or some other enlightening medium, to so direct the thoughts of 
your patient, that when the final day of judgment comes — the 
day of settlement-^he will cheerfully say "Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant." 
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PRACTICAL POINTS. 



G. A. Fletcher, P. G. M., Beta Gamma. 

The observation of shortcomings in others often makes one 
sit up and take notice. Realizing how the student neglects, to 
his own disadvantage, the many small practical details which will 
save him time and patients, and knowing the value of commenc- 
ing right, I offer the following points to young Psi Omegas, trust- 
ing they may be of value. Although all are not original I have 
not seen any of them in print. 

A ten cent sugar bowl half full of a 10 per cent solution 
of formalin and carbolic acid, colored with a few drops of tinc- 
ture of budbear makes the pretty color of Glyco-Thymoline and 
an ideal disinfectant for instruments. 

A finger bowl on bracket with one per cent solution of car- 
bolic acid, a few drops of budbear and a little toilet water, makes 
an ideal hand sterilizer, sightly to patient and agreeable to the 
hands. 

White Japanese napkins fastened bv two rubber bands to 
the head rest, so that the top one can slide off, keep head rest 
clean and antiseptic. 

Heavy white unglazed paper, cut in 500 lots to fit brack- 
ets, is far cheaper than napkins. 

A one ounce amalgam bottle, with a small hole punched 
in cover, is a perfectly clean receptacle for floss silk. 

A few strokes with an S. S. White bur stone, kept to a 
feather's edge with a piece of sandpaper, will give you three 
times the wear of your burs and they are always sharp. The 
time devoted to keeping them sharp is more than saved by never 
having a dull bur. 

The ordinary fan motor is easily converted to run a lathe 
by having a machinist fit chuck to shaft and putting on a base 
board. Mine cost $7.00 complete and is as efficient as a $45.00 
electric lathe. 

A few drops of srlycerine added to iodine and aconite will 
prevent an annoying iodine blister. 

A tube of cold cream to aDDly to the chapped or cracked 
lips of patients will be appreciated by them. 

An atomizer filled with a pleasant antiseptic mouth wash, to 
spray the mouth before examination, may save you from an in- 
fectious disease. 
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In using instruments always lay them with points toward 
you. It will save several hundred turns of the wrist during a 
busy day. 

I submit these "points" with the best wishes to all Psi 
Omegas, to whom I gladly give and from whom I will as gladly 
accept information.

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EVOLUTION. 

James E. E. Morrison, Rho, '05. 

Evolution, as the world understands it, embraces everything 
and everybody; the atom and the mass; the individual and the ag- 
gregate. It includes the past, it is the present, and reaches into 
the future. The general mythological idea of evolution was that 
everything sprang from chaos. The earth was the first to issue, 
then sprang up plant life; later man came to dwell on this fair 
earth, and, as time elapsed, the highest type of humanity was cre- 
ated, namely, the Dentist. 

Similar crude conditions among various peoples naturally 
produce similar crude products. Later, similarly advanced con- 
ditions produce similarly advanced philosophic ideas, or an order- 
ly form of evolution. Thus we find, out of the crude, prehis- 
toric tooth carpenter, the cultured, scientific, evolutionized den- 
tist. As differentiations in the physical realm of nature have led 
from the simple to the complex, so successive changes have led 
from the simple form of dentistry, viz: the removal of the teeth 
and their replacement by artificial means, up to a specialized profes- 
sion, ranking among the first and best. A profession teaching 
the prevention and preservation rather than the extermination. 

The growth, development, progress and evolution of the 
dental profession depends largely on the growth, development, 
progress and evolution of those persons who make it their life 
study. The history of most nations has been one of progression. 
There has been a constant struggle to surmount base conditions, 
to ameliorate physical hardships, to clear mental obstructions, to 
conquer ignorance, to learn, to think and to do. Thus, on indi- 
viduals, who are not too weak or indifferent to be overcome by 
the great marching forces of time, depend the degree of progress 
of our profession. Contributing to the aggregate, as drops con- 
tribute to the ocean, as fleeting April showers help to swell Spring 
freshets, as single rain storms help to form floods whose in- 
undations sweep away entire cities, our small contributions im- 
prove or dethrone the high standard already reached by Dental 
Surgery 
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Progress, nothing but progress, is the cry of every up-to-date 
dentist. Specialization is at hand and that member of the pro- 
fession, who formerly found time to practice dentistry in its en- 
tirety, now devotes himself to the enthronement of porcelain; to 
the etiology of pyorrhea; to the pathological effect of saliva; to 
orthodontia technology; to prosthesis; to oral surgery. All point 
to a larger conception of life on the part of the dentist, whereby 
he may contribute his share to a more elevated tone and vitalizing 
force in dentistry, and thereby shape its life and destiny co-equal 
or above that of other liberal professions. 

It is argued in these strenuous times that the requisite of suc- 
cess is concentration of thought and energy in one direction, yet 
the man of force and influence achieves distinction as much by his 
broader culture as by his skill in technology. It is the privilege of 
the dentist, the ambitious dentist who strives to lofty ideals, to go 
outside of his text books and find a most helpful adjunct to his 
daily work by familiarizing himself with the arts — that phase of 
art as we see it illustrated upon the canvas, in sculpture, in ar- 
chitecture and music. A knowledge in blending of proper colors 
would prove of immense value to those who would excel in porce- 
lain work and certain features of dental prosthesis. As for archi- 
tecture, many of its cardinal principles confront us daily. In mu- 
sic, the orthodontist improves or destroys a voice according to his 
degree of proficiency. 

How often in the past have we found dentists of great me- 
chanical skill and ability, who had no influence and commanded 
little respect in the community because of lack of education. It 
is the strong, cultured, evolutionized dentist of to-day who has 
influenced the world for good, and has raised the standing of our 
profession in the eyes of the world. 

It is the educated dentist, the man of the greater mental 
training, who has raised the artisan or mechanically skilled work- 
man to the lofty pinacle now occupied, by the Doctor of Dental 
Surgery. 

The bells are proclaiming the birth of a new era, they are 
full of new tones, clearer and more joyful than ever before. The 
past has added greatly to the degree of progress. Wonders have 
been wrought, and to what extent these wonders, and the won- 
ders to come will be developed, depend largely on the evolution- 
ized dentist.

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PERSONAL EXPERIENCES IN KINGSTON.

A week or two before the terrible earthquake the weather 
had been exceptionally cool for that part of the world, and then 
became normal again and was absolutely ideal. Apart from a 
depressing heat, which I must admit I took no notice of, there was 
really nothing to indicate that this awful calamity was at hand. 

On the morning of January 14, I had before me the pros- 
pects of a successful future, having my appointment book full for 
the balance of the week and a neat sum due for services rendered; 
but natural forces intervened, and, by Monday afternoon three 
of my patients were dead. Others were ruined financially, since 
their places of business were destroyed and the chances of receiv- 
ing insurance money were very slim, as many companies refused 
point blank to pay insurance, some were willing to pay one-third 
of the losses, while the rest 'sent down an inspector to determine 
the extent of the losses. 

On that memorable Monday afternoon at two o'clock my 
patient arrived, accompanied by her aunt who came to have her 
mouth examined; I found quite a large amount of work necessary 
and made an appointment for the following Monday. The aunt 
then left. 

I made a gold filling for the niece, had placed the mallet and 
points aside and was making preparations to polish, when that well 
known shake commenced in the usual gentle manner. The young 
lady looked up at me and exclaimed, "Oh, an earthquake!" 
"Yes!" I said, "I wish it would stop now." It was getting worse 
and I wanted to get her out of the chair so that we might get out 
of the building, but the quake was at its highest, and, try as hard 
as I might, I could not take my foot from the floor to alter the 
position of the chair. The poor girl had covered her face with her 
hands and was evidently paralyzed with fright and could not 
move. 

The noise was like the roar of artillery, the flooring under- 
neath my feet felt as though it was lifting and shifting; I do not 
believe I could have walked out of the place without falling. I 
did not try to do that, however. I saw my cabinet fall over, the 
wall on my left cracked from corner to corner, the wall in front 
appeared as though it was being jerked in opposite directions, the 
window in front of me sprung loose, rocked, and fell into the gar- 
den below, then the wall came crashing down and it seemed to 
me that the earthquake then ceased. With the falling of the walls, 
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complete darkness enveloped us and it was almost impossible to 
grope my way around. I extricated my patient, who seemed quite 
dazed and inclined to give way, but I was able to persuade her 
that the quake had ceased and that danger was over. While 
conducting my patient out of the office, I was met by my brother 
who had just run up, hatless and out of breath, to know how I 
had suffered. He then told me that my father was unhurt and 
together they were going home. Their destinations being in the 
same direction as that of my patient, she accompanied them. 
Then remembering the three ladies on the second floor, from whom 
I rented my rooms, I rushed to their assistance. No steps were 
to be seen. It was like climbing a pile of bricks. The upstairs 
was a chaos of fallen furniture, clothes from the presses, etc. One 
lady was pinned down by a heavy press but with much effort I 
managed to release her. I saved what I could for them in the 
shape of money and valuables, and advised them to get out of the 
house as soon as they could and to keep out of it. 

My father and brother having left for home and knowing 
that they would report me safe, I ran* into the street bound for my 
aunt's house to see how they had fared there. I was more than 
surprised to see the streets as I found them on the way. The at- 
mosphere was like a dense fog from the dust; people were running 
frantically up the street, shouting, crying, praying, and several bus 
loads of injured people passed me; people, half covered with 
bricks, were lying in the streets, begging for assistance. I could 
not stop to help them until I had ascertained whether my own 
people were in a similar position and in need of the little help 
which I could render. On my way across the park, I noticed 
that the steeple of the Parish church had tilted and that the four 
clocks had stopped at the hour of the earthquake; on the oppo- 
site side of the park, fire was raging and moving in the direction 
of the hospital. I turned up Orange street to where my aunt re- 
sided. The house was in a similar condition as that of my office. 
I entered over fallen walls, but found no occupants; I began to 
fear that they had been killed and covered by the bricks; but, on 
going to the lawn, I found them all huddled together in the far 
corner. Three of her boys, my aunt informed me, had not yet 
arrived. They were in the city; I could give her no information 
regarding them; I then left her to go home and ascertain the con- 
dition of affairs there. 

I cannot describe the condition of the streets, each one 
seemed to be worse than the other. About half way home, I saw 
one of my sisters in a bus. She was in an awful state of fright 
and, seeing me, jumped out while the bus was yet moving, to 
ascertain if I had seen father. He is alive, I assured her, and I 
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was greatly relieved to learn from her that others at home were 
alive, though slightly injured. I then had time to look at her; she 
was half dressed and without shoes; the bus had left us and I was 
too fatigued from my long journey to carry her. I was just about 
to remove my shoes and give them to her, when I saw a phae- 
ton, belonging to Mr. Mangus, out next door neighbor, drive up 
with only the coachman in it. 

He took us home where we found only one missing, my 
father's brother. I volunteered to go back and look for him. I 
shall never forget that afternoon and the South. Camp Road. The 
ladies, in the condition in which they had been forced out of their 
beautiful homes, crying pitifully to me to look for their husbands, 
fathers or brothers. My best friends, maddened by their grief and 
anxiety, frantically pacing the street. I ran as fast as my tired 
legs would allow and on the way learned that my uncle lay cov- 
ered with bricks, in front of his store, and that he could get no one 
to assist him. The lire was now raging and the noise had in- 
creased rather than abated. My run had become a hobble. On 
arriving at the store, I saw a body lying prostrate with a hat drawn 
over the face. I lifted it hurriedly and saw the face of a friend, 
and not my uncle. I was informed that my uncle had been sent 
to a hospital. Then I was accosted by a young lady, my pa- 
tient's sister, who implored me to help her find her husband. I 
learned from her that her aunt, Mrs. John D. Eisser, with whom 
earlier in the afternoon I had made the appointment, had been 
killed by a falling wall at her home. We were just about to go 
in search of her husband when we were informed by a friend that 
he had seen him alive. I then went to the hospital, and, when 
not a hundred yards away from the gate, I met another uncle and 
my brother coming out; they told me that uncle had just died. 
This was a sad blow, as he was a second father to us and our 
grief can better be imagined than described. I soon, however, 
realized the fact that there was work to be done, so we set to 
work and rendered such assistance as we could. 

My remaining uncle and myself then secured a van, which 
was fortunately at our neighbor's place, it being one of the deliv- 
ery vans belonging to his firm, and that night we brought the body 
of my uncle and placed it in the coach house. As may be imag- 
ined, no one slept that night. At about midnight, I heard a great 
uproar in the street and saw people with bundles running and 
limping, as fast as they could up the street, shouting "move up, 
get to the mountains, the wave is coming." I managed to gather 
that a great tidal wave was expected and all were advised to move 
up as far as possible; I confided this bit of intelligence to my un- 
cle, and, in the state of mind that we were in, it was agreed that 
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it would be better if the wave cleared us all off together, so we 
remained, sitting, waiting, sorrowing; our homes ruined, our fu- 
ture darkened. It was an awful night. On an average of every 
two hours we felt an earthquake and each one added to the ter- 
ror and horror of the disaster. A constant wail was heard from 
the race course, where thousands had assembled, and where, up to 
the present, thousands still remain, homeless and grief stricken. 

Day eventually dawned. Camp Road now assumed a dif- 
ferent aspect. Instead of anxious, hopeful inquiries, my poor 
grief stricken friends* faces told the tale that I had already 



Thanks to the beautiful weather that followed, we were 
able to live in the open without any covering, every one being too 
scared to enter a house. As time passed, however, we gathered 
sufficient courage to occupy the stables and coach house, which, 
being made of wood, survived the shocks. Then came the news 
that two American battle ships had arrived with food and tents, 
and it seemed to me, very soon after came the report that the gov- 
ernor had refused their kind assistance. The feeling of the people 
in Kingston toward Sir Alexander Swettenham was one of hatred 
and disgust for his action, and he was made to know it through 
every possible means. 

Fortunately for us the stock of several grocery stores was 
saved, this afforded us food until help arrived. 

When I left, two weeks after the earthquake, the condi- 
tions were very little improved and I am afraid it will be a long 
time before anyone will risk putting up a building of any size. 
For my part I hope never to return. I hope to make Baltimore 
my home and maybe some day I will have an office of my own 
again; at present I must try and secure a position whereby I can 
obtain the necessities for making a fresh start. 

Whatever I may be, or whatever I may do, I will ever carry 
in memory the scenes caused by this terrible earthquake which 
caused so much damage, woe, and loss of life in the space of half 
a minute.

the organization accomplished as has been accomplished dur- 
ing the past years 

Our graduates must ever keep in mind and advocate the 
principles of Psi Omega. Upon graduation, when away from 
the influence of his fellow members, when the question of location 
and the manner in which he should attempt to establish his prac- 
tice most occupies his mind, or, a little after hanging out his shin- 
gle, when funds run low and time passes slowly, because of lack 
of patients; then will the metal and true worth of the member be 
tested as a man and as a Psi Omegan. Some members(?) have 
not had sufficient stamina to go through the ordeal; others, a great 
number, had the necessary courage to sit patiently and await 
encouragement from the better members of the community. Fra- 
ternal history does not record that a member, possessed of quali- 
ties which enable him to adhere to his principles in the face of 
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bankruptcy, failed to force the stamp of his worth upon the dis- 
cerning public and in the end secured the esteem and patronage 
of the better class of people in his community. 

In any one of the many dental journals published, do we 
ever read of anything good for the profession, in practice, in the- 
ory, or in research work, which came from the pen of a charlatan 
in the profession? Do any of them ever attain an honorable 
position in the social scheme of a community? Invariably they 
sink to, or are members of, the strata of society from which they 
draw their patients. 

Psi Omega has been unfortunate in that some of her initi- 
ates have, during her fifteen years of life, not possessed those true 
qualities which would enable them to keep inviolate the obliga- 
tions assumed and which qualities their sponsors felt sure they 
possessed. But these abandoned nonenties in the profession and 
in the community serve as forcible examples to those who might 
be tempted to disregard their obligations and sink their personali- 
ties into the oblivion of the charlatan. For, a man might as well 
be dead as not to be able to proudly take the place to which his 
profession and education entitle him in the community. 

Psi Omega should take drastic measures and deal in no un- 
certain manner with those who are false to their obligation. Much 
against charlatanism has been accomplished during the past fif- 
teen years. We feel sure that the next fifteen years will see Psi 
Omega especially honored because of the absence of these bar- 
nacles from her ranks. 

With the unanimity of the pledges of good fellowship and 
brotherhood of our members as noted on the evening of the fif- 
teenth of February and with the contemplation of what the labors 
of the Fifth Triennial Convention of the Grand Chapter will bring 
forth; we feel that Psi Omega is about to enter upon another 
epoch of even greater improvement and the more closely drawing 
together of her fraternal bonds. 



The compilation of the general fraternity directory is pro- 
ceeding as rapidly as can be expected; in most instances, the chap- 
ter secretaries have been prompt in rendering assistance, but the 
secretaries of a few of the larger chapters have not yet reported. 
The encouragement and services, rendered in the work by active 
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and alumni members, have been most gratifying thus far. Prose- 
cution of the work reveals that there was even a greater demand 
for this book than appeared on the surface. The Council aims 
to get out a work which will be a credit to Psi Omega, a work 
which will be interesting, not only because of the names of mem- 
bers of the fraternity and their addresses, but also because of the half- 
tone illustrations of our chapters, as they appear in this the fif- 
teenth year of the existence of our fraternity. The greater num- 
ber of our chapters have already signified their willingness to fur- 
nish a cut for this purpose. The book will be handsomely and 
tastily bound, good paper will be used and there will probably be 
between one hundred and forty and one hundred and sixty pages. 

Only a sufficient number of directories will be printed to 
supply those who have made or will make application for one by 
May I. 

We hope to have the directory ready for distribution by the 
end of May.

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PROSELYTING.

A genuine surprise is a rarity to the average individual in 
these "hustling" days and we are apparently ready to accept as 
perfectly natural the incidents which combine to make up our more 
or less eventful careers. Such has been my experience, as a layman, 
professional man and fraternity member. I acknowledge that 
within the last few days, I have as a fraternity man, received one 
of the greatest surprises I have ever experienced. A good Psi 
Omega brother recently wrote me that his relations — family 

and professional — had brought him in close touch with 

Dental Fraternity and that he had received a pressing invitation 
to join that fraternity ; much as he regretted severing ties with Psi 
Omega, he asked me if I would see that his resignation, as a 
member of Psi Omega, was presented to the proper authorities. 

Now, primarily, let me say, that I have the highest per- 
sonal regard for this particular brother and also for those who 
were the instigators of his desire to "change his colors." Nay, 
more; I hold the closest friendships with many fraternity men — 
other than Psi Omegas — and men for whom everyone has the 
highest esteem and whatever I may say here has no atom of per- 
sonality behind it 

The surprise of this letter led me to reply to the writer in- 
dicating my feelings regarding the matter and referring him to the 
Supreme Council. It also led me to investigate somewhat and 
I found that a system (shall I call it) of proselytizing existed, 
with what results I do not know. Think of it! Ponder for a mo- 
ment upon the initiation vow and then tell me how any true Psi 
Omega could even think of severing his ties. Is that vow of such 
light importance? Or could a man, breaking one vow, be a 
good candidate or loyal brother of any other fraternity? 

And what of the fraternity which would use such means of 
furthering its membership? Surely nothing beyond this could 
be its object. If power or influence are desired let it be exerted as 
individuals — not as a fraternity. What is it that makes us fig- 
uratively — if not actually — "take off our hats" when "Frater- 
nity" is even mentioned? It means that deep down under the 
superficial glamor the truest ethics lie, no matter what the name 
of the fraternity may be. 
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Has, then, our idea of "ethics" been so prostituted by our 
narrow conceptions, professionally, that we fail to comprehend 
the underlying basic principle? Let no Psi Omega ever fail to 
look deep into his sub-conscience, as it were, and make sure that 
his aims are as true and his heart as loyal as appearances would 
indicate upon the surface. 

I am awaiting with interest the development of this new 
phase, which is to me a great surprise; for among all my experi- 
ences among literary fraternities, never has such a condition pre- 
sented itself, to my knowledge. To assume and lay aside at will 
those closest of ties — other than blood and sometimes even more, 
binding — would be a thing unthought of among such "brother- 
hoods.** Have we so little appreciation of the life-long value of 
our associations as to think that they may be considered so lightly? 

I would that this might catch the eye of every dental fra- 
ternity man and cause him to pause — though but for a moment — 
and re-pledge himself to whichever fraternity he may belong — 
for I know of none whose objects are not the best. Let fraternal 
rivalry, if such exists, cease and let us each following the paths 
prescribed by the environment of each, press forward for the good 
of each individual and the "uplift** of the profession at large. 



The Portsmouth has just completed a successful year. We 
have passed safely through the ordeal of the formative period. We 
have convened with only two members to answer to roll call; we 
have listened to papers with less than half our members present; 
we have at several meetings had a full attendance. There have 
been times when enthusism flowed high, and times when enthu- 
siasm was at a low tide; but to-night I am pleased to state that 
the enthusiasm and attendance assure us that we have weathered 
our storm period. It was not because your grand master made 
an active strenuous effort in the performance of his duties; it was 
not because any member of this chapter made a strenuous effort 
for permanent organization, although each member did his work

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and did it well ; it was not because any member of this chapter set 
his head and his teeth, determined that it should be permanent 
that we have succeeded, but because our organization is founded 
on principles that cannot fail; on principles of right, and whatever 
is right must, if not immediately, eventually prevail. 

I have seen times in this town when professional spirit had 
sunk to a low ebb, and it seemed that quackery had taken the 
wings of the morning and had infected the populace with a germ 
that caused it to think dentistry a profession which sold fill- 
ings by the job lot. I have seen the time when it seemed that 
each man was of necessity drawing the atmosphere of his office 
closer and was not permitted to partake of free intercourse with 
his fellow practitioners. But in the past year, while I have seen 
a few things that were not entirely up to the standard, yet again 
I have heard kind words and have seen acts that have made me 
feel that our profession in this town has been snatched from the 
depths and placed on a shrine around which we can all safely 
worship with pride. Much of this, my dear brothers, is due to 
you, due to your concerted efforts; dut to your loyalty in the trust 
Psi Omega gave you when it honored you with the pledge it im- 
posed upon you. I have seen your concerted effort drive from 
your midst and from this town a member who violated this sa- 
cred trust which he had promised to keep inviolate. I have seen 
you benefited by associating with one another. I have seen you lend 
the helping hand. I have seen all the good results of fraternal- 
ism; out of this I have seen grow an institution which is a credit 
to you, to your profession, and to Psi Omega. 

Does the dentist ever stop to think how much of his life is 
spent at the dental chair and in his office, does he realize the fact 
that a majority of the dental profession die with their shoulders to 
the wheel? If so, can he fail to know that unless his work is a 
pleasure, his life is, in a measure, a failure? 

He can on a balmy spring day wander through green fields, 
over beautiful hills, along shady brooks viewing the landscape and 
see the sparkling of river and lake in the distance, rejoice with, all 
nature and be glad, yes, even happy. He may sit down on the 
fresh green grass and fall into a reverie of contentment, but if his 
work is not interesting, if his profession is a bore, he may suddenly 
be called from the reverie by the thought of the irksome toil on 
the morrow. 

He may attend the concert, or opera, and hear music ex- 
press the deepest, highest, tenderest longings of the human heart; 
he may hear the soft murmur of a nocturne, the faint caressing 
diminuendo of the lullaby, the wailing harmony of the dirge, or 
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music that bridges the vast distances and interprets to heaven the 
prayers of man. He can be wrought upon by these exquisite 
sounds and can lose himself in this beautiful entertainment and 
think divine thoughts only to be suddenly brought back to earth 
because of the thought of the morrow and the toil which he does 
not enjoy. 

Brothers, we need this Psi Omega organization; you need 
it; I need it, and the dental profession of Portsmouth needs it. 
Most lives are filled with halt finished tasks which were begun 
with enthusiasm but which were dropped because the enthusiastic 
beginner did not have enough grit to carry them to the conclusion. 

How easy it is to start a thing when the mind is aglow with 
zeal before disappointment has dulled ambition; it does not take 
much ability to begin a thing, but it takes persistence and grit to 
carry a thing when ambition begins to lag. 

The ability to hold on is one of the rarest of human vir- 
tues. There are plenty who will go with the crowd and who will 
work hard as long as they can hear the music, but when the ma- 
jority have dropped out, when others have turned back and a man 
feels himself alone fighting for a principle, it takes a very differ- 
ent order of ability to persist, but there is not one member of this 
organization who has not the grit; therefore the Portsmouth Alum- 
ni chapter will live and as the town grows larger and better the 
dental profession of this city will be more ideal. 

Every man of this chapter is self-made, which makes this 
a self-made chapter. Our future is an uncut block of marble. 
Let us beware how we smite it lest we ruin the model we have in 
our mind's eye for an ideal organization. 

We have chosen for our grand master for the coming year 
Peter Young. Now this Peter is young only in name and ap- 
pearance. In experience and judgment he is old, but in activity 
and vitality he is young, again. Since the chapter was first or- 
ganized he has been a very energetic member. Since the name 
Peter is derived from the Greek word meaning 4 4 rock,** with Peter 
Young at the head of our Portsmouth chapter for this year, we 
have an organization founded on a rock.

A child incarcerated from infancy will become 
lower than the lowest animals, yet take the same child, educate 
him, throw him in contact with brilliant minds, he will absorb and 
become so completely saturated with thoughts and ideas that he 
will be able to say as Victor Hugo said in his declining years: "I 
am like a forest once cut down, the new shoots are stronger and 
livelier than ever, sunshine is on my head, the earth gives me her 
generous sap and nature lightens me with things beyond. His- 
tory, philosophy, romance, tradition, ode and song, I have tried 
it all and feel that I have not uttered a thousandth part of that 
which is in me." 

There never was in the history of civilization a more thor- 
ough development of friendship between men than in Greek life, 
and this is the basis of idea of the men who founded Psi Omega. 

When a lad goes through his college career without making 
friends and a fraternity, you may put it down he is going through 
life alone, undeveloped.

SOME DENTAL FORMULAS. WHY AND 
HOW I USE THEM. 

D. A. Zurbrigg, Sigma. 

Arsenic. This drug I use very seldom, and then only when 
time to properly make use of pressure anesthesia is not avail- 
able. I use it in cases of almost inaccessible cavity approach. 
This can only occur in molars or sometimes in malposed bicus- 
pids. As we all know, arsenic is an irritant poison, therefore ex- 
traordinary precautions must be taken in handling it. 
The formula in which I use it is this: 

Cotton — carefully cut into short fibers. 
Arsenic Trioxide. 
Cocaine Hydrochloride. 

Thymol. Of each 30 grains. 

Oil Cinnamon. 10 minims. 

Triturate, in a glass mortar, the last four ingredients until a 
creamy paste results, then gradually add the cotton until uniform- 
ly distributed by further trituration. 

On cotton, because I can handle it safely and place it ex- 
actly where wanted. With paste and powder preparations you 
cannot be sure but some has dropped or been smeared on the 
cavity margins or elsewhere, and you later wonder "how that 
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arsenic got out." After placing over the spot wanted, take an- 
other small pellet of absorbent cotton, let it absorb a trifle of cre- 
osote, place, and seal all with gutta percha as hot as the patient 
can stand it, or with creamy cement. 

Dismiss the patient assured that that pulp will be dead in 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours, if arsenic will do it, without 
having caused any pain whatever. 

On removing that cotton pellet you are positive of remov- 
ing all of the arsenic. This may be done as long as a week or a 
month after insertion without fear of any bad results because the 
thymol and creosote assure aseptic conditions. 

The cocaine deadens first irritation and is much superior to 
morphine of the older formulas. Oil of cinnamon acts as a ve- 
hicle, is pleasant and a solvent for thymol. 

Formaldehyde Solution, Formalin. A forty per cent, solu- 
tion of the gas in water. In this strength I do not use it except to 
disinfect extracted teeth on which I want to perform an autopsy, 
or with tricresol to sterilize a root canal. Do not use it as a ster- 
ilizing agent on your steel pointed instruments, chisels, excavators, 
etc., unless very carefully dried after a short immersion. Almost 
any strength solution will rust them. Besides, there are better and 
safer ways of sterilization. 

Cocaine Hydrochloride. From arsenic to cocaine is an 
easy step because of related uses. Here is a formula used for sev- 
eral things: 



Cocaine Hydrochloride — 36 grains. 
Alcohol (95 per cent.) — 3 fluid drams. 
Dissolve by the aid of a water bath and add: ether — 1 



This is a fifteen per cent, solution, resembling a marketed 
preparation which some of you may be familiar with. I use it 
altogether for pressure anesthesia in preference to crystals or tab- 
lets of cocaine, for anesthetizing in crown fitting or preparing, for 
touching gums previous to lancing, for placing the rubber dam for 
cervical fillings. For these purposes, use a little one-sixteenth 
inch square of spunk, this being less wasteful of my liquid and 
more easily handled. Adrenalin or adnepherin chloride (1-1 000) 
added at the time of using above, offers almost bloodless opera- 
tions, and is not physiologically incompatible. 
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Local Anesthetic. 

Cocaine hydrochloride 
Distilled water 



1 2 grains. 
1-2 fl. oz. 



Carbolic acid 
Glycerin . . . 



5 minims. 
1 fl. oz. 



Tr. iodine 

Potassium iodide . . 

Water 

Dist. Ext. Witchazel 



4 minims. 
2 grains. 
1-2 fl. oz. 
. 1 fl. oz. 



Make three separate solutions as indicated and, when .dis- 
solved, mix all together, set aside one or two days, decant and 
filter, when it will be ready for use. This is a solution of less 
than one per cent, cocaine, never deteriorates and does not cause 
sloughing. It renders the extraction of teeth as painless as can be 
done with a local anesthetic. 

Paraformaldehyde, Paraform. A polymeric form ob- 
tained by heating the above aqueous solution until the solid form 
remains. It occurs in commerce as a white powder, insoluble in 
water, with a very pungent odor of formaldehyde. Also in solid 
form as a proprietary article. In my opinion it is a specific for 
the disinfection of root canals, in fact, the entire root with sur- 
rounding tissues, and, therefore, incidentally the cure of chronic 
abscesses. For on the thorough disinfection of the whole tooth 
structure with surrounding tissues, and later filling the canal with 
whatever you prefer, depends your permanent cure. This para- 
form does by slowly evolving formic aldehyde gas, which, being con- 
fined by gutta percha, penetrates "everything in sight" so to speak. 
Of course your canal, and fistula if any, has been physically 
cleansed beforehand. Closely allied to this treatment is the com- 
bination of tricresol and formalin after Dr. J. C. Buckley. 

Tricresol — Is a concentrated preparation of three cresols, 
ortho, meta, and para, free of all impurities. Obtained by the 
fractional distillation of that portion of coal tar oil coming over 
between 190 and 210 degrees C. It is a clear, brownish liquid, 
colorless when fresh, its chief drawback being its slight solubility 
in water, only two and one-half per cent. This justifies the many 
saponaceous preparations of it on the market. 

Creolin (Merch), Lysol (L. & F.), Cresylone (P. D. 
& Co. ) , etc 

These are from thirty to fifty per cent, solutions of tricresol, 
are practically non-poisonous, entirely soluble in water in any pro- 
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portion, and exceed carbolic acid in disinfecting powers three to 
five times. 

Lysol and Cresylone. — Used as a two per cent, solution for 
instrument sterilization. In this strength it is equal to a five per 
cent, carbolic acid solution. Half hour immersion being sufficient 
on authority of W. D. Miller. 

Broaches and hypodermic needle points are kept in twenty 
to twenty-five per cent, solutions. They will not rust and are al- 
ways sterile. 

Thymophen. — Equal parts phenol crystals and thymol, re- 
cently brought out by E. C. Kirk. It is the dressing after pulp 
extirpation when immediate root canal filling is for some reason 
contradicted. Campho-phenique has been used for the same pur- 
pose though it is not as good. Made in the same way, the two 
solids on trituration soon form a clear liquid. 

Menthol, 20 grains; chloroform, 1 fl. dr.; ether, 3 fl. drs. 
may be used for post operative pains of tooth extraction; sen- 
sitive cavity preparation, or quieting those little nerve filaments 
which refuse to be comforted or removed after pressure anesthe- 
sia has been attempted. 

Tincture Iodine, U. S. P., is a seven per cent, solution in 
alcohol. 

Tincture Iodine, Dental — simply a saturated solution in al- 
cohol, amounting to ten per cent. 

Tincture Iodine, Churchills, N. F., stronger yet, made so 
by the addition of potassium iodide which also permits of the ad- 
dition of twenty-five per cent, water. It is a ten and one-half per 
cent, solution. 

Solution Iodine, Churchill's Caustic, N. F., is a twenty-five 
per cent, solution in a fifty per cent, potassium iodide aqueous 
menstrum. 

Both the latter are useful in treatment of erupting third mo- 
lars.

Boric Acid 1-2 oz. 

Borax 1-2 oz. 

Amraon. Chlor 12 grs.

To the oil in a flask add 1 00 C. C. water and 200 C. C. 
alcohol. Add the sodium hydrate, shake until the latter is dis- 
solved, and set aside until the oil is saponified. Add the remain- 
der of the alcohol and the potassium carbonate dissolved in the re- 
mainder of the waer. Lastly add the carbolic acid and shake, 
may be used as above antiseptic soap or for toilet uses by substi- 
tuting some perfume or essential oil and omitting the ether. 



Alkaline Antiseptic Solution.

Sodium Bicarbonate 4 ozs. 

Acid Boric 1 oz. 

Acid Benzoic 1 oz. 

Acid Salicylic . 40 grs. 

B. 

Eucalyptol 40 minims. 

Oil Pine Needles 20 minims. 

Thymol 20 grains. 

Menthol 10 grains. 

Oil Wintergreen 10 minims. 



Glycerin 30 fl. ozs. 

Alcohol 40 fl. ozs. 

Water q. s. to make one gallon. 



Dissolve A in the water and add the glycerin slowly. Dis- 
solve B in the alcohol and add to A when all effervescence has 
ceased. Shake well, and, after a few days, filter. May be used 
as above straw-colored solution, or solution carmine, N. F., 3 
parts, tinct. budbear, N. F., 1 part, may be added to give it a 
deep wine color. 

Excellent as a general mouth wash and for bracket table use. 
Stronger than most marketed solutions and very much cheaper. 

Abscess Cures. — Nearly all take after this general formula 
and cannot do more than the following: 
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For the Powder: 

Thymol 10 grains. 

Exsic. Alum 25 grains. 

Zinc Oxide 40 grains. 

hor the Liquid: 

Formalin 1 fl. dr. 

Creosote 1 fl. dr. 

or 

Tricresol. 

These are all working formulas, your druggist will be glad 
to fill them for you, and they can be depended on to do the 
work they are intended for. 



FURTHER .EXPERIENCES IN THE PHILIPPINES.

In November, 1905, orders were received to proceed to 
Camp Darago, Albay Province, Luzon, for duty, where a stay 
of two months was made. 

On December 1 7, an attempt was made to ascend Mount 
Mayon, the great volcano a few miles from the post. This 
mountain is very steep, especially the upper two thirds, and as it 
is about eight thousand, five hundred (8,500) feet high and 
rises at the edge of the sea, it presents a tremendously imposing 
appearance. Some months previously a party from the post had 
accomplished the ascent and the route followed at that time was 
chosen by our party, consisting of Lt. M , myself, one pri- 
vate of the Hospital Corps, and a native boy who was taken to 
care for the horses. 

We left the post at four-thirty in the morning and after rid- 
ing through rough country for about eight miles, dismounted at 
seven-thirty, at approximately fifteen hundred feet elevation. 

We commenced the ascent immediately, carrying canteens, 
a camera, a barometer, some packages of lunch, and stout sticks. 

For the next thousand feet of ascent the course lay through 
grass knee high. 

This was followed by thickets of low bushes which gradu- 
ally grew smaller as we ascencled and were finally succeeded by 
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a short grass. Above this for a few hundred yards there was a 
belt of moss and lichens then we encountered a waste of sand and 
rocks without a trace of vegetation. All signs of life ceased at 
about thirty-five hundred feet. 

Many interesting things were seen in the belt of vegetation, 
including great tree ferns, some of them twenty feet high and very 
beautiful. 

Near the upper part of this belt we found a few raspberries, 
blueberries, and a variety of wintergreen (gaultheria) differing 
greatly, however, from the variety found in the Allegheny moun- 
tains. 

The hard gray-black rock of this mountain is known as 
"Andesite" and the sand is very black. 

Above vegetation we entered the clouds and a fine driz- 
zling rain served to modify the heat which had caused us con- 
siderable distress. 

Progress could be made only on the ridges of rock with 
which the mountain is ribbed from top to bottom, the intervals be- 
ing sand slides down which stones and rocks came bounding like 
cannon shots. 

Our way lay along the edge of a watercourse, thirty to fifty 
feet deep, with perpendicular walls. At this time, this water- 
course contained no running water as the rock and sand absorb 
all moisture except from the heaviest rainfalls. 

The ascent of the upper two thirds was much like going up 
a ladder. At any time we could touch the ground ahead by 
slightly leaning forward and the exertion of the climb proved to 
be extremely exhausting. There were no serious obstacles, how- 
ever, until we neared the top where an immense gorge appeared 
to bar all progress and we were unable to find a way around 
owing to the dense mass of clouds and the pelting rain which 
made it impossible to see more than a few yards. 

At this time we were among huge rocks, loosely poised and 
apparently ready, at a moment's notice, to give us a ride to the 
bottom. This did not serve to make us feel much at ease as 
earthquake shocks are extremely common in this neighborhood. 

While I was recovering from that down-an-out-feeling Lt. 

M went up and to the right in search of a way out of the 

difficulty. He was soon out of sight of course and not long af- 
ter we heard faint calls for help. 

I was unable to cross an intervening sand slide, but the 
corps man found better footing and was soon on his way up. He 
soon met the Lieutenant returning with a couple of fingers badly 
skinned. It appears he was making his way around a particu- 
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larly bad point of rocks, hanging on by fingers and toes, when a 
large rock above toppled over and caught his hand and, for some 
time, held him suspended between heaven and earth. With his 
free hand he at last secured a wedge shaped stone and using it as 
a lever managed to free himself. 

This experience caused him to change his mind about go- 
ing up and after a consultation it was decided that we would re- 
turn. 

At this point, as we learned later from members of the party 
that made the ascent before, we were about eight thousand feet 
above sea level. 

We were soon chilled through by the cold wind and rain 
and getting on the nearest sand slide we started for the base at 
a great rate of speed. 

The descent, for about five thousand feet, was made by a 
compromise between walking and skating, using our sticks as a 
kind of third support projecting backward, and working our feet 
as if walking. No effort was required to propel us but at inter- 
vals it was necessary to sit down and rest as the tendons of our 
knees felt very much as if they were about to pull from their sup- 
ports. 

We accomplished the five thousand feet in about thirty min- 
utes, and, as we neared the lower slopes, we found we were 
obliged to shout to make ourselves heard. Our ears could not at 
once accommodate themselves to the rapid increase of air pres- 
sure. 

The sand slides terminated at the belt of vegetation, then 
our progress was pretty slow. In order to find better ground we 
diverged to the right from the path of ascent and thereby made 
a great blunder but did not realize it until too late to turn back. 

We got into an immense area of grass which was almost 
like a cane brake in character, the stems being about as thick as 
one's finger, hard, stiff and dry. It appears that this grass does 
not die down yearly but sheds its lower leaves as it puts on new 
ones above. This grass jungle appeared to lean in one direction 
and that in a direction which led us farther away from the trail 
at each step. 

Eventually we were obliged to give up the attempt to get 
through by following the course easiest to pursue, as it bid fair to 
carry us miles out of our course. From this time our strength 
and endurance were taxed to their utmost. It was impossible to 
break a way through the mass of matted grass stems and we were 
compelled to crush them down which was no easy task — for three 
or four of them will support the weight of a man. How difficult 
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this was may be imagined when you are informed that the whole 
mass was matted down to a depth of about three feet, the stems 
of the grass from nine to twelve feet in length, and the ground 
beneath covered with a yielding mass of rotting vegetable matter, 
resting upon a' wet, slippery, spongy soil. 

To add to our misery the saw-like edges of the leaves of the 
grass soon cut our hands into a crazy-quilt pattern causing them 
to bleed freely. 

Matters were made still worse by a number of deep ravines, 
with perpendicular walls forty to fifty feet high, which were en- 
countered at intervals and which had to be crossed somehow. 
Fortunately the walls were covered with vines, roots and brushes 
which made it possible to cross but our state of exhaustion was 
such that we believed each one was more than we could manage 
— until we tried It was what is sometimes called "a groundhog 
case'* — we were obliged to cross. 

About three hours werd consumed in fighting our way 
through this miserable jungle and when at last we emerged in 
short grass we could scarcely stand. 

It developed later that we were, at this point, about three 
miles from our horses and the grass was still deep enough to 
much impede our weary feet, but no trolley car was at hand and 
there was only one thing to do and we did it. 

Your correspondent was in a half comatose condition and 
has not a clear recollection of anything but numerous falls, an- 
other unexpected ravine too deep to cross necessitating a weary 
climb to find a crossing near its head, and the further fact that he 
was trailing along about a mile behind the rest of the party. 

Somehow the horses were at last found and after we had 
absorbed numerous bottles of Tansan (Japanese mineral water) 
we managed to mount. 

We rode furiously in the attempt to get clear of the forest 
before black darkness should overtake us, but failed, and were 
obliged to hire a native guide. 

Most of the male inhabitants of the little village, where we 
picked up the guide, accompanied us out of curiosity, appar- 
ently. 

Next day a count disclosed fifty-six cuts on my hands, be- 
sides a sufficiency of bruises. 

My interest in mountains has declined to almost zero and 
the next one I ascend will have to have either a railway or an 
elevator. 

Our clothes were almost reduced to rags. My camera, 
though protected by a sole leather case, wrapped in heavy oil-

cloth, was soaked; all of the botanical specimens in my pockets 
were reduced to fragments, and black sand was ground into the 
soles of my feet so deeply that Sapolio would not remove it. 

While we were above the clouds on this trip, the scenery 
was generally restricted to a "topside*' view of them with an oc- 
casional peep through an opening. 

A stratum of clouds seems to be about as sharply denned 
on its upper as on its lower surface but of course appears very 
white and fleecy because of the strong light. Once, while near 
the summit, a few minutes* view of land and sea was permitted 
us and the sight will never be forgotten. Not many places in the 
world can furnish such a diversity of ocean, river, gulf, mountain 
and island. 

After many hours spent upon the steep slope of the moun- 
tain we seemed to lose all ability to recognize level ground and 
when a sudden lift of the clouds revealed the plain at the base it 
appeared to us as another slope rising at an angle to the one we 
were on. 

As we roosted high, among tumbled masses of broken rock, 
whirling masses of clouds driven by roaring gusts of wind, up, then 
down; from right to left; then back again, while rain soaked us 
through and through, we felt that we had witnessed what may 
well have been the state of things , before "The Heavens and 
Earth rose out of Chaos." 

Some months after my departure from Camp Darago in- 
formation reached me that Lt. M had, later, succeeded in 

reaching the summit. 

This volcano has erupted at intervals of five or six years for 
some time and is about due for another one. 

During my stay there we were treated to an earthquake one 
night but no damage resulted. 

Many years ago an eruption destroyed the original town of 
Darago. The remains of the old stone church and two other 
stone buildings may still be seen projecting through the debris 
thrown out at the time. The last eruption was not long after 
the American occupation and several persons who witnessed it 
have described it to me. 

There is a hot spring near the town of Legaspi, within two 
miles of the post. 

All Philippine coins bear a profile of this mountain and the 
twenty-Peso bills have a fine engraving of it.
